the employ of the trust company is also 
down with the disease. . Four hundred 
and twenty-eight Spanish immigrants are 
in quarantine here, owing to the existence 
of smallpox in the vessol on which they 
arrived.

PRIVATE HTJTOHINGS. 

Another of the Canadians Welcomed 
Back From South Africa. 

Vancouver, Oct. 12. — Private Hutch- 
ings, of Vancouver, arrived back froi« 
the war yesterday. He had a hearty 
welcome from the officers of the Sixth 
and his old comrades. Private Hutchings 
will receive a formal welcome lit the 
Drill hall on Tuesday evening. 



London, Oct. 13.— Dr. Morrison, wiring 
to the Times from Pckin, under date of 
October 11, say*: 

"The Chinese officials declare that 
stringent orders have been sent to pro- 
vincial otliciuls not to oppose the ad 
vance of the allied column." 

Hongkong, Oct. 12.— The reformer, 
Sun Vat Sen, according to despatches 
from Canton, has unfurled the reform 
Hag in the town of Wei Chou, on Fast 
river. This act lias given rise to a e< 
sideruble amount of excitement in mili- 
tary circles in Canton, us it is believed 
that the object of the reformers is to 
denude Canton of troops so they can 
seize the city. 

Admiral Ho in pursuing the rebels in 
u northeasterly direction from San Chan. 
A British expedition, consisting of the 
22nd Bombay Infantry, with artillery, is 
going to the Kow Loon Hinterland, al- 
though the district is reported quiet. 

Paris, Oct. 12.— A despatch received 
by the Savas Agency from Tien Tsiu 
says: "The general opinion of those 
knowing Chinese ways in that the pun- 
ishment of the high ollicials contained in 
the edict of October 1 will not be execut- 
ed. The edict is insincere. It is affirmed 
that Li Hung Chang has been ordered 
to reject all demands for territorial com- 
pensation and other war indemnities." 

The troops at Pekiu are suffering from 
typhoid fever and dysentery. 

Berlin, Oct. 12. — A despatch received 
here to-day says a very serious view is 
taken at Field Marshal Count von Wal- 
dersee's headquarters in Tien Tsin of the 
revolutionary movement. At Canton a 
false alarm on October 7 caused the Chi- 
nese ollicials there to protest against any 
occupation of Chinese territory. The 
Yangtse viceroys, the despatch adds, 
openly affirm that they will oppose any 
advance of the Germans into Shan Tung 
province. 

The proposal of the Russian govern- 
ment that in case of protracted diver- 
gence of views regarding equitable in- 
demnities, this matter might bo commend- 
ed to the consideration of an international 
court of arbitration at The Hague, is 
regarded as the most important develop- 
ment in the Chinese situation. Nothing 
was known publicly in Europe concerning 
it prior to the publication of President 
McKiuley's answer to the note of M. Del- 
casse. Most of the papers comment un- 
sympathctically upon the suggestion. 

Germany looks upon the report of the 
death of the Empress Dowager as a new 
Ohiurae intrigue. It is supposed that she, 
intends to disappear temporarily, in or- 
der to escape the responsibility for the 
misdeeds of high officials, and perhaps to 
prepare another anti-foreign movement. 

A high official of the foreign office as- 
serted to-day that a telegram had been 
sent to the Chinese government demand- 
ing direct in formal ion as to whether the 
Empress Dowager Ls dead. No reply has 
been received. 

The German foreign office is not satis- 
lied with the list of culpables supplied by 
the Chinese government. 

"The list is notoriously incomplete," 
said an influential official, "as it omits at 
least a score of prominent persons who 
were active leaders in the massacres of, 
foreigners." 

Germany, however, is not disposed to 
insist upon the punishment of all the 
guilty. What she demands is that an 
example be N made of persons of high 
rank in order to show the Chinese strik- 
ingly and convincingly that the powers 
have enforced a severe expiation for mis- 
deeds and to teach a wholesome and last- 
ing lesson that the lives and property of 
foreigners must be safe in China. 

Washington, Oct. 12.— The state de- 
partment has received several claims by 
American missionaries and business men 
for indemnity on account of loss of prop- 
erty in China as a result of the Boxer 
uprising. The department in each case- 
has notified the claimants that as yet it 
has not taken up for consideration the 
method of collecting such indemnities, 
and supplies them with the regular circu- 
lar containing information as to the 
means of filing claims. 



DEMANDS INDEMNITY. 

United States Pressing Morocco to Pay 
For a Citizen's Murder. 

London, Oct. 12.— The United States, 
according to a special despatch from 
Tangiers, has renewed the demand upon 
the government of Morocco for £10,000 
as indemnity to the family of the Mar- 
quis Azzngoiv, a naturalized United 
States citizen, who was murdered by a 
mob at Fez last dune.

Schooner Venture SafeJIome- 
Results Of Caches So Far 
Reported. 



Hthe sealing schooner Waiter I>. Hich, 
<tj:ipt. iiaam the fourth of the fleet to ar- 
rive, anchored in James Buy Uust night. 
She arrived in the Straits yesterday and 
was saiJing ui> before the light breezes 
when the tug Lome happened along and 
gave tier a tow in to the outer wharf. 
Thero her boats took her in tow and 
brought her inside. The Walter L. liich 
had a catch of 599 skins on board, tho 
largest of any vessel to arrive, but this 
was the catch of a double crew, for tho 
Hich had n crew of nearly sixty men— 
she having the shipwrecked sealers of 
the lost Minnie ou board. Capt. Jacob- 
sen and all, except the trio who came 
down ou the steamer Alliance in August, 
were on the Hich. 

The story of the lose of the Minnie 16 
thus told by Capt. Jacobseu, in me 
schooner's log: "July 20. — li»v« anchor 
and made sail for Behring sea. 7 p.m.: 
Blowing fresh from the westerly; double- 
reefed mainsail and furled jib; foggy. 
11 p.m.: Vessel struck on Ugumok Is* 
land; lowered the boats and canoes and 
stood by Uie vessel until daylight; then 
found that she was on the rocks close to 
land; brought out a small kedge anchor 
and line and lightened the vessel; thou 
tried to heave her off, but there being too 
high a sea, she could not he started; at 
10 a.m. she commenced to make water 
and tilled ; eaved everything we could 
under tho circumstances and brought the 
boats and canoes ashore; we made fires 
and Hare-lights to attract passing ves- 
sels At noon, July 'JS, saw a schooner 
standing towards the sea, and lired a 
signal gun. We sent a boat off to her. 
It was the Walter L. Rich. She came 
clowe in and anchored. She took every- 
thing on board. When we left, the Min- 
nie was fast breaking up." 

When the Hich passed the scene of tho 
wreck on her way back from the sea, 
nothing could be seen of the wreck. It 
was, however, very foggy.

The bark Japan, which has been on 
Mullen's ways in the upper harbor since 
she arrived from Peru, will probably be 
launched to-day, the repairs made to her 
bull having been completed, When the 
Japan came into the Roads she was 
leaking from the effects of the buffeting* 
she hud received, and it wns decided 
to have the vessel repaired at mire. The 
Esquimalt Ways not being available, she 
was brought into the inner harbor. 

Another launching to take place in a 
few days from the upper harbor slip is 
that of the new 'steamer being built for 
the C. P. N\ Company. Skids are to be 
built to slide the hull over to the cradle, 
and the work will be commenced as soon 
as the Japan is in the water. 

Much of the machinery of the new 
steamer has already been placed in the 
hull. It was taken from the old ('. 1'. 
N. steamer Rainbow, formerly tho 
Tenser, which ran on the Fraser river. 
The new steamer wiil go to the machin- 
ery wharf in the upper harbor after being 
launched, to have her boiler placed, and 
then tlit- work of building the house- 
work. and fittings will be carried on with- 
out delay.

Antiope Arrives For Coal and Empire 
Sails For San Francisco — St. 
David Passes Up. 

The British hark Antiope, Capt. Mur- 
ray, has arrived at Ladysmitb from 
Kahuliu, H. I., to load another cargo of 
coal for that port. She was chartered 
to carry three cargoes there. The bark 
Empire yesterday went to sea with coal 
from Ladysmitb to San Francisco. The 
British ship St. David, one of the vessels 
chartered for this month's lumber fleet 
at Cheuininus, passed up yesterday to 
that port. The St. David is from San 
Francisco, to which port she took general 
cargo from England.

Steamer Danube sailed for Skagway

the outer wharf, after discharging the 
remainder of the salmon cargo brought 
down by her from tbe North. She had 
a small cargo for Northern points. Ship- 
pers have sent their freight in before 
now, which was well demonstrated by 
the fact that (be total amount of Cana- 
dian go.nls that passed through Skagway 
during September amounted in value to 
$1,200,000. There were but three small 
consignments for Dawson, the shippers 
hoping to get their goods in on scows, 
which usually run later than the river 
steamers. The bulk of the cargo was 
for White Horse and Atlin. It wns 
made up for the most part of groceries, 
liquors and general supplies. There 
were few passengers. 



WRECKAGE SIGHTED. 

Lute Arrival at Honolulu lieports 
Having Passed Broken Mast With 
Sails Off the Horn. 

Somewhere in the vicinity of Cape 
Horn is a vessel in a dismantled condi- 
tion, or at the bottom of the sea. The 
ship Challenger, at Honolulu from New- 
York, has sent a report to the branch 
hydrographic office at San Francisco, 
which will set underwriters and owners 
ill at ease. 

On July 24, when the Challenger was 
in Lut. 40.41 deg. S., Long. 89.35 dog. 
W„ about 1,00(> miles around the Horn, 
a vessel's mast, "broken half-way up," 
was passed. The- topsails and topgallant 
sails were set and the royals furled, the 
sails lying Hat on the water. A man 
was kept aloft on the lookout, all day 
ung, but no vessel was sighted. Tho 
weather was squally at tho time, and 
the Challenger was running under full 
topsails and foresail. 

The broken mast wns one stick, not a 
built-up must, and it is evident that 
when it went by the board something 
else went with it. The identity of the 
dismasted vessel is not fixed. 



THE VENTURE RETURNS. 

Reports That Allie I. Alger is Top- Liner 
of the Fleet With 730 Skins. 

The sealing schooner Venture arrived 
back from Behring sea at 1:30 a.m. with 
104 skins for the season. She had but 
three canoes, having reached the Coast 
late. Shi- carried away her mainmast, 
as will he remembered, and had to re- 
turn to repair. The pick of the Indians 
had been taken when she reached the 
Coast. 

News was given by the Venture that, 
as far as could be learned, the- schooner 
Allie I. Algar was top-liner of the fleet, 
with a catch of 730 skins. She wa« 
spoken on September 17 by the Venture, 
with this catch ou board. Many other 
schooners were spoken or heard from by 
the Venture, but tbe majority of the 
cauJies given were Hie same as those 
given by tho Walter L. Hich and printed 
above. Other schooners than those re- 
ported by the Rich, which were spokoo 
bv the Venture were the Vera, with 500 
skins:, the Favorite with 300, and the 
Diana with 250. 

Tlie captain reported a plentitude of 
seals, and snys that had the weather 
been a little better and had he spearmen 
on board, he would have been able to 
make a catch. The Venture was 22 days 
in coning down- from: English Bay, where 
she watered before coming south. She 
encountered several storms on the way 
down. 



MARINE NOTES. 

After towing the . salmon-laden ship 
Clan .Mackenzie to sea, tho tug Lome 
proceeded to Tucoimn and took the coal 
hulk Colorado to Union to load another 
cargo of coal for Juneau. The hulk 
Hichard III., which makes every other 
voyage north with coal and down with 
concentrates, is being repaired on Bul- 
len's ways at Vancouver. 

Steamer Nell, owned and operated by 
the Georgetown Milling Co., of Port 
Simpson, which has been lying at the 
Victoria Machinery Depot's wharf for 
several months, has completed repairs, 
and will sail shortly for Ladysmitb. to 
coal, and thence goes to Port Simpson, 
via the Fraser river. 

The British ship Ardnamurchnn, Capt. 
Cossniiin, came off the Esquiinnlt marine 
ways yesterday, and to-day tbe .1. B. 
Brown is to go on. The Ardnamurchnn 
leaves to-day in tow of the tug Lome 
for the Fraser. to load salmon. The 
Brown, after being repaired, goes to 
Chemainus to load another lumber cargo 
for Australia. 

Steamer Cottage City is te sail for 
Alaskan ports to-morrow. 

Steamer Tllcoiua. of the N. I'. 
line, will not sail for the Orient until 
Sunday. She is filled with freight from 
Tueonia, and will load n small amount 
here. About 40 Asiatic passengers will 
sail from here by her. 

Steamer Tees will sail for Nans and 
British Columbia ports ou Monday. 



EASTERN LACUOSSE. 

Lessons Which the Westminster Team 
Taught tin- Ontario and Quebec 
Men.

Lacrosse magnates might learn some 
lessons from the past season could they 
for a moment lay aside their accumula- 
tion of lacrosse love and make room for 
a new idea or two. But this is, perhaps, 
asking too much. However, it may not 
be out of place to mention a thing or two 
that is so far substantiated by circum- 
stances as to he worthy of consideration. 

In the first place, it Ts admitted by all 
impartial judges of the game that the 
New Westminster team, who journeyed, 
several thousand miles and incontinent- 
ly walloped all the big Eastern tennis ex- 
cept Toronto on their own grounds, nro 
in a class by themselves. Theirs must 
necessarily be the first class of lacrosse; 
consequently the other teams must at 
least be in" the second class. Thus We 
find that 'he much-Vaunted Eastern 
League is nothing more than a bunch of 
second-class teams — if. indeed, they enn 
all qualify for that class. 

This is discouraging m the extreme, 
and must be a serious disappointment to 
those folks who from childhood up to ilia 
present writing have been convinced that 
unless they were looking at the Capitals, 
the Shamrocks or some of that crowd 
playing, they were wasting their time, 
and felt in duty bound to criticize what 
to them was "fair intermediate lacrosse." 

But it has its compensations. For if 
idols have been smashed, the result has 
been a broader view of the game by la- 
crosse followers, and in Toronto at least 
a patronage of junior lacrosse that will 
undoubtedly bring the game buck to the 
level that a few years ago made it the 
sport of the city. This in evinced by (lift 
attendance at the junior games. We 
hear of a thousand people attending a 
match for tbe Junior Cup League cham- 
pionship. And only hist Saturday at. the 
, [unction an intermediate ('. L. A. cham- 
pionship game attracted a larger paid at- 
tendance than did the last Toronto-Na- 
tional Eastern League championship 
game at Itosedale. And this despite the 
fact, that tbe Eastern Leaguersi had fair, 

1 weather for their game, while the 

.(unction match was played between 
showers on a field that offered no pro- 
tect ion from tin- elements. 

Another thing worthy of note is that in 
all Eastern League cities outside of To- 
ronto the gate receipts show that inter- 
est in the game has declined. A wail 
from Ottawa partially explains this. This 
wail is to the effect that, though the 
Capitate continue to flourish, the junior 
teams, that were wont to play on every 
vacant lot. in Bytown, are now notice- 
able (Oily because of their absence. Tho 
wailer thinks that this is because inter- 
est has been monopolized by the senior 
team, who absorb players from the junior 
teams till the latter got discournged and 
quit. This may be partially the causa 
in Ottawa, but there are other reasons in 
other spots. Is it not a fact that semi- 
professional methods in vogue in nearly 
every senior lacrosse team tend to keep 
in tlie game players who have outlived 
their ambition, but who by their experi- 
ence are able to outdo hustling juniors, 
who depend oil their energy and hard 
work to make a showing? How often 
can you hear an old player say, "If I get 
the ball, all right; but if I don't, let the 
youngster do the running and I'll get it 
later." Now, this may make effective 
playing, but it takes '.ho ginger out of 
the game, and, when the ginger dies 
away, so does the public interest. 

Good lacrosse is a good thing, hut how 
many old admirers of the sport would 
not rather go out a few niiiCG in the 
country and witness a real earnest strug- 
gle for supremacy, than eit and watch 
tho most scientific- exposition of passing, 
discreet tripping, jabbing with the end of 
tho stick, etc., that the Eastern or any 
other league can produce? The whole 
matter in a nutshell appears to be that 
when a player gets so old that he re- 
quires inducements to stay in the game, 
just so soon is the game improved by let- 
ting him go. 

Westminster has also shown that a 
town docs not need a big population to 
have a first-class InerofRO team. Tin- 
British Columbia town does not contain 
more than 10,000 or 12,000 souls, includ- 
ing penitentiary i?onvicts and Chinese; 
and yet it has tbe best team in Canada. 
This team ling been got together and 
held together, and in that "held together" 
lies the secret of their success. In tho 
last four years only one or two change;; 
has been mado in tho team. And in their 
hard series of matches in the East they 
played the same twelve men on every 
occasion except one, aud Unit one change 
had to he made at Eoscdale, when Bob 
Cheney got struck in the eye with tho 
ball and could not see well enough to go 
ahea d. 

How different it. is with the teams in 
the East. Tho managements are contin- 
ually reaching out for new men to 
"strengthen" their teams. As a matter 
of fact, thej ate doing that which ia 
bound to keep them weak. Can anyone 
recall any two games this summer in 
which either the Torontos or the Te- 
cumeolis played the same teams? In 
Montreal and Cornwall the same system 
has been practised. Ottawa towards the 
end of tho season kept her team practic- 
ally intact, and though the Capitals are 
really yot a greater aggregation of talent 
than the Torontos, they defeated the lat- 
ter both in Ottawa and nt. Hosedulo. And 
then did you ever see a new man put on 
to strengthen a team that his play was 
not more or less of a disappointment?

The Colonist bus not been disposed to

it runs to the North. They are not as 
speedy as some of the others, neither are 
they as commodious, but they are safe sea 
.boats, aud they have been operated very 
well indeed. As carriers of freight they 
have given general satisfaction, but it 
seems that next year they will be quite 
inadequate to the business that will offer. 
We have thought it best to confine our 
effort to pointing out the demands of the 
public for better travelling accommoda- 
tion than has been provided. Probably 
the necessary investment to secure better 
Steamers may not. at the outset prove 
.profitable to the company, but the busi- 
ness of the North is bound to increase 
with great rapidity, and it will not be 
very long before there will be a highly 
profitable trade for better steamers.

But we venture to think that 
the public are not tired of it, nor will 
they be until agitation has borne its 
legitimate fruits aud tile province is en- 
joying that degree of prosperity which 
will follow from a proper regard to its 
interests by those who are charged with 
the duty of shaping the policy of the 
Dominion, 

In a spirit of sarcasm the Times says 
that no doubt the Dominion gov- 
ernment would lie very glad to 
have any suggestions from the Colo- 
nist as to what can be done to 
develop the Oriental trade of Canndii. 
The Colonist does not consider itself 
called upon to formulate any plan of 
policy for the Lnurier government, even 
if it were able to do so. It conceives its 
duty as a newspaper to be ended when 
it points out. the necessity for certain 
lines of policy and gives the facts which 
warrant its adoption. It is the duty of 
the government of the day to devise tin' 
ways and means of giving effect to that 
policy. We have a few questions, which 
we would be glad to have the Times an- 
swer; 

It is not true that during the last four 
years the commerce between China and 
Japan and America has very greatly in- 
creased'.' 

Is it: not true that the exports of the 
United States to Oriental countries have 
greatly increased? 

Is it not true that the exports of Can- 
ada' to Oriental countries are insignifi- 
cant? 

Has anything been done by the Lnu- 
rier ministry to promote the development 
of commerce between Canada and the 
Orient ? 

We admit, that three years ago a gen- 
tleman was sent to Japan for a few 
months to report upon the market there 
for Canadian goods, but we claim that 
this is all that, has been done. The re- 
port was printed in a blue book, and 
there it lies to this day. Meanwhile we 
have seen the government taking great 
credit to itself for endeavoring, though 
not very successfully, to develop trade 
across the Atlantic. Vet an steps 
are taken to do tile same on the 
Pacific. Have- we heard a Liberal 
minister speak in or out of parlia- 
ment upon the expansion of the 
commerce of the Pacific and its import 
mice to Canada? litis any effort been 
made to concentrate the attention of the 
business men of Canada upon this field 
of enterprise? 

Questions like these may be wearisome, 
but they are not half as much so as the 
persistent neglect of the interests of 
British Columbia by the federal govern- 
ment.

Doctor Ernest Mall's Charges 
Against Doctors Hart and 
Fraser. 



Both Officials Are Exonerated 
at the Meeting Yesterday 
Evening. 



The charges preferred against Coroner 
Hart and City Health Officer Fraser by 
Dr. Ernest Hall— that the former had 
failed to report a case of diphtheria, and 
that the latter had caused to be issued a 
false certificate of death— were gone into 
quite thoroughly at a meeting of the 
civic board of health yesterday evening. 
As a result of the board's deliberations, 
a resolution was passed exonerating the 
officials. 

There were present His Worship Mayor 
Hayward, in the chair, Aid. Kinsman, 
Sates, Williams, Cameron and Hail, Sec- 
retary Howler, City Health Officer 
Fraser, and Sanitary Inspector Wilson. 

As the first item of business the follow- 
ing letter was rend: 

To the Municipal Board of Health of tiio 
city of Victoria: 
Gentlemen:— As it Is rarely necessary to 
call attention to any Incompleteness in the 
administration of the various departments 
o? the municipal system, especially that 
under the direction of your estimable medi- 
cal oftleer, you will pardon me directing 
your attention to u detlclency which bus 
been apparent for some time, and as far 
as I know, the only point which Is lacking 
Ib order to place the municipal manage- 
ment of the public health upon an equality 
with that of any city In the Dominion. I 
refer to the necessity of a health system, 
and apparatus for the detection and diag- 
nosis of Infectious diseases, especially diph- 
theria; your system litis not kept pace with 
the sclen title development In this depart- 
ment. A case In point will Illustrate.. 

Last Saturday I was called to a case of 
suspected diphtheria, with considerable in- 
convenience I Improvised a swab and ob- 
tained a piece of the membrane for exam- 
ination. As tlie municipal administration 
Is Incompetent to make the necessary ex- 
amination, I was directed to send the speci- 
men to t tie provincial medical department, 
but pay messenger found the office closed, 
and the provincial health oftleer preferring 
:i halt holiday rather than being on post of 
duty. I Possibly there had been an order 
passed prohibiting children from taking sick 
on holidays and Sundays.) I was then 
wider the necessity of either, not obtaining

Dr. Hull tried to open the child's mouth, 
hut could not do so with his hands. He 
then picked up a teaspoon off the table 
anil tried to insert it between its teeth. 
Failing in this, he seized a small ham- 
mer which was lying near at hand, with 
the evident intention of forcing the 
spoon in. Mrs. McMillan would not 
allow this, and, turning her attention to 
the child herself, succeeded in gotlini; its 
mouth, which was then bleeding to some 
extent, slightly open. Dr. Ilall took one 
glance, and immediately declared tthat 
the child had diphtheria. He then 'left 
the house, saying he was going away 
for a hack, to have the child removed to 
the isolation hospital. But he did not 
return. While Mr. Wilson was talking 
to Mrs. McMillan, the latter called in a 
Mrs. Davis, who was present at: the time 
of Dr. Hall's visit, and she corroborated 
al! that Mrs. McMillan said. It was 
not ton minutes afterwards that the child 
died. 

Aid. Kinsman— Is that the way, Dr. 
Fraser, to open a chilli's mouth under 
such circumstances? 

Dr. Fraser did not reply to this query, 
hut expressed the opinion that Dr. Hull 
should be censured hy the board for 
creating a diphtheria scare, and in going 
into the McMillan house in the manner 
in which ho did. Ho (Dr. Fraser) had 
paid a visit to the house some time after 
tlie child's death. There were fully 30 
people in the house, and lie never saw 
such an excited crowd. The father of 
the child told him Dr. Hnll had not been 
sent for, and expressed regret that ho 
was not present so that he might have 
"kicked him out." >

West, be forsook the Infantry and went 
over to the artillery, whose work lie watch- 
ed with interest. 

During the operations against the rebels 
;;t Campbell, Jocko came under the notice 
of Sir Charles Warren. The troops were 
crossing the Vaal river by means of the 
pout, and the monkey had attached him- 
self to the waggons, which were being puil- 
ed through the drift.

In answer to Aid. Yates, Dr. Frnscr 
said he saw no evidences of diphtheria 
at all in his examination of the child. 

The Major — What strikes me as a 
serious part of the business is Dr. Hall's 
declaring it was diphtheria before he 
hud made any examination, thus vio- 
lently alarming the people, I think he 
should he severely censured for such ac- 
tion. 

Dr. Fraser said that the same day that 
that child had died Superintendent Eaton 
came to his office with a letter he had 
got from Dr. Hall, in which the latter 
had advised the closing of the Spring 
Ridge school. He told Mr. Eaton the 
true condition of affairs, and conse- 
quently the school was not closed. 

The Mayor— Doctor, how many cases 
of diphtheria nre there in the city? 

Dr. Eraser — Only two to my know- 
ledge. One ease is in the isolation hos- 
pital, and the other, which is being treat- 
ed ut home, is now convalescent, and 
quarantine will he raised to-morrow. 
The ease at the isolation hospital was 
first thought by Dr. Hall, whq was 
treating the child, to be one of croup. 
He had applied for admission to the 
Jubilee hospital, but Dr. Hasell. examin- 
ing the child, pronounced it to be suffer- 
ing from diphtheria, and it was then 
taken by Dr. Hall in a hack to the isola- 
tion hospital. The child was bundled in 
there without my approval. The cottage 
was not prepnred for its reception, there 
iK'ing no fire. The custom in to leave 
patients at home until the ambulance is 
sent. The hack was dismissed by Dr. 
Hall, and drove into the city without 
being disinfected. 

Mr. Wilson, who was present at the 
hospital at the time, said he believed also 
that Dr. Hall had gone down town, after 
■operating on the child, in the street ear 
wilhont having disinfected himself. 

The Mayor expressed the opinion that 
it was dearly shown that Dr. Hall had 
been lax himself in one thing— that was 
(n allowing the hack to go down town 
^without being disinfected. 

VCr. Wilson explained that he and Dr. 
Eraser had considerable difficulty in 
locating the hack, but did bo. 

Aid. Yates and Williams thought it un- 
fair to censure Dr. Hall without an in- 
vestigation, at which the doctor might 
be present, but a motion was finally 
passed that the letter be received and 
filed, and the writer informed that the 
board did not find. that any laxity existed 
in the matter of the enforcement of the 
health regulations.

LORD'S DAY OBSERVANCE. 

To the Editor of the Colonist: 

Sir:— it being in my knowledge that , 
movement is on foot for the laudable our 
pose of enlisting the cordial co-operation of 
our citizens to bring about a proper observ- 
ance of one day in the seven as a holy day 
in reullty and nut in name, it may be of 
interest to many to know that by an act of 
tlie legislature of this provuee the law of 
Great Britain on Sunday observance In 
force in 1858 was made applicable to Bri- 
tish Columbia— which uruhlblla assemblages 
of people leading to riot, meetings for poli- 
tical purposes, games and snorts of all 
kinds, driving cattle, the use of ferries, by 
hurge, lighter, or bout: the business of 
currier, by horse or waggon: buying and 
selling and exposing wares for sale and pro- 
vl les for the regulation and closing of 
licensed victuallers' premises during certain 
hour.-. The legislature of Ontario has cu- 
nt ted similar laws. and. In addition, deals 
with dosses of cases not coming under the 
British Act. such us shoot. ng. hunting and 
fishing; bathing in exposed situations, ex- 
cursions, for hire, by steamboat, or rail- 
way; sales and contracts made on Sunday 
not to be valid; electric railways or trams 
__red before the 
Lord'.s Day Observance Act became law) to 
run on Sunday; prohibits political meetings, 
tippling, i'ruwllng and profane language, 
For such o&Vnces there nre various degree* 
Of penalties and punishment. Many of 
these restrictions m] s hi, with advantage, be 
Made to apply to this province, although 
It is considered that the Lord's Dav Is 
fulrly well kept, yet there Is room for some 
Improvement. The citizens of British Col- 
umbia, particularly those of Victoria. Van- 
couver and our other towns, have not the 
same reasons to complain, or use Sunday 
for recreation, as those who live In large 
cities have. Here they have the country 
air and fresh sea breeze surrounding them, 
they do not work in dark, dismal rooms 
where sun aud air do not penetrate. Their 
holidays are not Insufficient, and thev have 
a reasonable share of recreation and amuse- 
ment without encroaching upon the one 
day in the seven set apart Rpeeiallv for 
the rest of man and beast and for religious 
exercises. Such of uh as have to lubor In- 
doors, have airy light workshops, clean, 
well-ventllatcd shops and offices, ami Short 
hours. Employers of lubor are ready at 
reasonable times to give half, or whole holi- 
days, w'alch does away with tlie necessity 
for using the Lord's Day for any pnrpose 
other than that for which It was Hot apart 
bv divine authority. The question of legis- 
lating on the lines of the Ontario net will 
biur ventilation and discussion, and our 
public journals can do much In educating 
the general public on this Important matter 
before a meeting is held for the purpose of 
having an expression of opinion from our 
People. w.

personally. The statement made by Dr. 
Hurt, that I called at the McMillan resi- 
dence without solicitation ifi fulse. Mr. 
McMillan called at my office and urgent- 
ly requested nie to attend his child. My 
assistant took the message and telephon- 
ed tu me nt my house, and 1 immediately 
went to see the child. As to the charge 
that I was an accessory to l« child's 
death, I would like Dr. Hart to prove 
rtm.r, I found a white membrane on tho 
side of the child's throat, and being told 
that Dr. Hurt had been attending the 
child, went to his ollice to inform him, its 
was my duty, that the child had diph- 
theria. I offered to assist him in tho 
operation, but he turned his back on mo 
aud went into another room. I would 
like to contrast this refusal of Dr. 
Hart's to accept my assistance with tho 
manly action of Dr. Frnser a few days 
previously, when he volunteered to as- 
sist me in a similar operation, when a 
child's life was saved. After calling on 
Dr. liart, I went to Dr. Fraser's of- 
lice, and after waiting some time for him, 
left a note on his slate, telling what I 
knew of the McMillan case. The neigh- 
bors tell me that Doctors Hart and 
Fraser did not get to the house until 
two hours after I reported to Dr. Hart, 

"In his interview. Dr. Hart refers to 
other affairs. I challenge him to produce 
evidence. I do not blame the doctors for 
making mistaken, hut I do blame Dr. 
Hart for not giving the child a reasonable 
chance foi his life. In doing us he did, 
he violated every principle and the code 
which is supposed to regulate the actions 
of medical men. As to Dr. Frnser, I 
think he was delinquent in his duty 
when he did not take the usual measures 
when a cas-e of diphtheria was reported 
to him. Neither, as far as I know, was 
any action taken to determine the actual 
cause of death, as I requested, before the 
burial of the child. My reasonable re- 
quest was treated with contempt, accord- 
ing to Dr. Fraser's own statement. 

"So far a.s the statement that thcro 
are but two cased of diphtheria in the 
city is concerned, I might say there are 
four. The board of health has not sup- 
plied Dr. Fraser with adequate appli- 
ances for diagnosing diphtheria. 

"The facts of tlie ease are, that the 
child now in the isolation hospital was a 
playmate of the McMillan children and 
both were taken ill on the same day. It 
is very suggestive that tho McMillan 
family have removed from tlie house in 
which they -were living. 

"I notified the hoard of health over a 
week ago that the appliances for diagnos- 
ing diphtheria were inadequate. I had 
cause for complaint, as on two occasions 
I had sent specimens from thronts to the 
provincial medical office for analyoi.?, 
but found nobody there, and made the 
bacteriological test myself.

REGULATIONS FOR THE DETECTION 
AND TREATMENT OF A DIS- 
HARK KNOWN AS BUBON- 
IC PLAGUE. 

Approves by Order of Uls Honor the Lieu 
tenant-Governor In Council, dated 
the 6th day of September, 1000. 

1. All sick Chinese or Japanese must send 
or give notice of their Illness to the Health 
Officer or Police Constable In the district 
where such Chinese or Japanese reside. 

2. Physicians In attendance on sick Chi 
nese or Japanese shall notify the Health 
Officer or Chairman of the Local Board of 
Health In Municipalities; or, lr in an out- 
lying district, the Government Agent must 
he notified. Such notification 'should state 
the cause of Illness and the condition of the 
glands throughout, the body of the sick per- 
son and should be fleftvercd to the Health 
Ofucer, Chairman et the Local Board of 
Health or Govereaient Agent, ns the case 
may be, at the earliest possible opportu 
city. 

3. In 'Cl€y Municipalities tne Medlca' 
Health Ofucer shall be notified within six 
hours of the death of any Chinese or Japn 
new, 'by the person on whose premises such 
death occurred, or by some relation or per- 
son having charge of the person so dying. 

4. In Itural Municipalities, the Medical 
Health Ofilccr, or the Chairman or Secre- 
tary of the Local Board of Health must be 
notified within six hours of such death; and 
In outlying districts, the fiovernment Agent 
or Police Constable shall be notllled within 
twelve hours after such ■•>«-"> or an scon 
after ns possible. Certificates ns to the 
cause of death must be signed by the 
Health Officer In Municipalities, and In out- 
lying districts by the Government Agent or 
some person duly authorized by him. 

G. Any person violating any provision of 
these regulations shnll be liable, ui>ou sum- 
mary conviction before any two Justices of 
the Peace, for every such offence, to a flu» 
not exceeding one hundred dollars, with or 
without costs, or to Imprisonment, with or 
without hard labor, for a term not exceed 
lug six mouths, or to both fine and impris- 
onment, In the discretion of the convicting 
court.'.

THE AUTOMOBILJST'S REVENGE. 

Showing How Just a Little Politeness 
Would Have Been a Good

"Not every man," said an esnerl auto- 
inobilist, "carries a kit of tools with him; 
as a matter of fact, most men do not, or 
they carry a very limited number, especi- 
ally in the city. Here they can get help 
by telephone quickly; and very likely 
they would prefer to wait for it rather 
than to get their hands greasy mussing 
around the machine themselves; and 
then maybe they are not sufficiently 
familiar with the machine or with the 
use of tools to help themselves if they 
wanted to. There are men, though, that 
go out equipped for emergencies. Look 
at that."

THE SHAH AT UOMF, 

He Still Perpetuates a Custom Men- 
tioned in the Book of Kings. 

London Daily Magazine. 

The visit to Europe of Muzaffcr-ed- 
Din Shah (Victorious of the Faith) is of 
special interest if only from the fact 
that, although before his accession, he 
had governed the great province of Az- 
erbaijan for at least thirty years, yet 
his father never permitted him to stir 
out of Persian territory. Born in 1S53, 
he came to the Throne with great ad- 
ministrative talents, the fruits of long 
training, and at once gained the hearts 
of his subjects by rerfioving in perpetuity j 
throughout Persia the tax on meat and 
bread which pressed so hardly upon the 
poorer classes. To this may probably be j 
attributed the almost total absence of j 
great disorders and riot, which usually 
herald the accession of an Eastern mon- 
arch. The Shall is a strong ruler, hu- 
mane, tin able scholar and philosopher, 
with a strong leaning towards religion, 
unmixed with fanaticism. He is also a 
tine shot and a good horseman. 

Among his entourage the most import- 
ant personage is the Amin-es-Sultan, 
Sadr-Azam, or Prime Minister, who ac- 
companied the Into Shah on his Euro- 
pean tour in ISSt). lie holds the almost 
unique record in Persia of having been 
Prime Minister to both father and son. 
Of humble birth, he has forced his way 
to the highest position in the country by 
sheer talent, energy and force of char- 
acter. He is frank and attractive in his 
demeanor, as many of those who have 
visited Teheran will testify, and popular 
with all classes. In his person is ex- 
emplified the fact that lowness of birth 
is no bar to the highest promotion, 
which reconciles the people more than 
anything else to the pernicious and elab- 
orate system of "squeezing" which goes 
on from the highest to the lowest. They 
reason that if God and destiny wills they 
also may rise to some high post which 
will enable them to get their own back 
a hundredfold. 

The Ariiin-es-Sllltnn, long ere he came 
within the sphere of European notice, 
labored hard to carry out public works, 
among which may he cited the making 
of a road from the, capital to Koom, a 
place of pilgrimage, and the erection of 
caravanserais en route. Finding, how- 
over, that the conservative natives pre- 
ferred the shorter caravan track, which 
was also exempt from tolls, he is said 
to have adopted the drastic but ingen- 
ious expedient of cutting the banks of 
the river and putting both track and 
country for many miles under water. 
Travellers bad then no option but to fol- 
low his road, use his caravanserais, and 
pay tolls. The late Shah looked upon 
the appearance of this great lake in one 
night as a special act of Providence, and 
wrote a most eloquent passage in his 
diary touching the phenomenon. 

The principal palace of tin' Shah, for 
he has several in his capital and en- 
virons, has no great pretension to archi- 
tectural beauty, but what will appeal to 
almost all are the magnificent 
jewels and art treasures therein 
upper portion of the courtyard i 
[tied by a handsome building, the _. 
of which, when the heavy curtains which 
conceal it are raised, reveals the talar 
or throne room, anil the famous white 
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marble throne. Here, on certain public 
occasions, the Shah displays himself to 
his sujects, just as Darius and Xerxes 
did at Persepolis some two thousand 
years ago. Among a medley of valu- 
able and, comparatively speaking, value- 
less articles, the visitor will be struck 
by a globe, the countries of which are 
delineated by rare jewels; the sea by 
emeralds, Persia by the national stone, 
the turquoise, Africa by rubies, India by 
diamonds. A square glass case contains 
a big heap of pearls four or five inches 
deep. Here isi also the Darya-i-N"ur 
lor Sea of Light) — sister diamond to 
the Ko'n-i-Xoor (or Mountain of 
Light)— the value of which Path Ali 
Shah, of the glorious black heard and 
tile extensive harem, considerably depre- 
iated by scratching his name upon it. 
The most interesting object from an 
historical point of view is the "Takht-i- 
I'ans." or Peacock Throne, in the coun- 
■il room of the palace, said to have been 
brought by Nadir Shah in lTIiO from 
the sacking of Delhi, whore it stood in 
the Divaii-i-Khas. Grave doubts have 
arisen affecting its authenticity, for the 
original is said to have been broken up 
at the death of Nadir Shall; hut even if 
this be so it is an exact copy of the ori- 
ginal, and withal an exquisite work of 
art. Overlaid with gold, which is beau- 
tifully chiselled and enamelled, it is en- 
crusted with precious stones, among 
which rubies and emeralds predominate. 
The platform is supported by seven legs, 
access to which is gained by two steps 
decorated with salamanders. Tn the cen- 
tre is a circular star, set with diamonds, 
made to revolve, and on either side of 
the star are two bijewellcd peacocks 
from which it takes its name. Its value 
is variously estimated from one to two 
millions. 

The Shah's excursions from and about 
the capital are of a necessity so very fre- 
quent: that they do not arouse much curi- 
osity among the natives, but whenever 
accompanied by the "Shntirs," or run- 
ners, with their quaint dress, particu- . 
larly the tall hat with colored crest like | 
a cock's comb, his cortege never fails to 
arrest the attention of Europeans. It is I 
a custom of great antiquity, the dress I 
being exact in every detail to that used | 
in Sefavean times, some two or three I 
thousand years back. Biblical students 
will find ti parallel to the custom by re- I 
ferring to the Book of Kings, wherein it 
is said that Adonijah exalted himself I 
saying, "I will be king; nnd prepared 
him chariots nnd horsemen and fifty men j 
to run before him." 

The physical test in olden times for 
this coveted post was very severe, the 
candidate having to run on foot and fetch I 
twelve arrows one by one from a pillar I 
one and a half leagues from the palace 
gates of Ispahan, the then capital, mak- j 
ing in till a distance of a hundred nnd 
eight miles to be covered between sun- 
rise and sunset. 

Close to the surf-beaten shore of the I 
Caspain Sea at Enzelli. the port of Resht, ' 
stands a somewhat dilapidated but pic- 
turesque five-storied pagoda or summer 
retreat erected by the late Shah, painted 
blue, green, nnd red, and usually cover- 
ed with ;t mat covering to protect it from 
the appalling dampness so characteristic 
of the neighborhood. This is one of the 
Shah's summer retreats.

Scientific Results Obtained by Red Tape 
Methods. 

From the London Telegraph. 

When an ordinary British cltlwn finds 
the I! n id coagulating on his pen. his lirst 
and most natural thought Is to clean out 
bis inkpot, and 1111 It with a fresli supply. 
Not so a clerk In a government ofllce. To 
him the refusal of his writing medium to 
ilow smoothly on the paper Is a gross 
misdemeanor to be gravely tried by a 
competent tribunal. He therefore empties 
the residual dregs into a test tube, and 
carries thera off to the government analyst 
to be chemically disintegrated end reported 
on In oflieiai publications. That this is 
not a travesty of what really happens, let 
I lie following extract from the report of 
the principal chemist of the government 
laboratory bear witness: "The samples 
submitted by the stationery officer chleily 
consisted of typewriter inks and carbon 
papers to lie used with the typewriter. 
The ordinary writing ink was submitted 
on a complaint that It thickened exces- 
sively and clogged the pen. and In Illus- 
tration., a sample of the contents of the 
ink wells in use In the particular public 
office was forwarded, together with a sam- 
ple of the Ink as supplied. It was found 
that after the deposition of the separated 
solid matter of the Ink. collected from the 
Ink wellK in use. the fluid portion was 
found to have a specific gravity twice that 
of the Ink supplied. In other words, the 
Ink had been allowed to become concen- 
trated hv evaporation to practically double 
Its original strength through the use of 
excessively large ink wellB and Inattention 
to the supply."

SHANGHAI NEWS. 



Good Enough For Export. But Not For 
Home Consumption. 

From the London Chronicle. 

A correspondent at Hongkong. In a letter 
received last evening, advises us to dis- 
count all talcs of risings and disturbances 
In prospect. The glory told of Shanghai 
will apply to Hongkong, he writes. One 
man asks another. "Is there anv truth In 
the reports circulated in Shanghai?" 
"No, - ' replies the other, being a press cor- 
respondent: ' but one- can wire them home 
to the London papers."

Managing Director James Thomson, of 
the C. P. N. Co., made the very welcome 
announcement at the quarterly general 
meeting or the B. C. Board of Trade 
yesterday afternoon, that next season 
the steamship services to Northern port; 
would be in every sense equal to that 
given by the American steamship lines 
operating from Seattle. Arrangements 
are now in progress looking to the se? 
euriisg of fast and thoroughly up-to-date 
vessels for the run This statement wae 
received with great enthusiasm by those 
present. 

The business transacted at the meetin 
was not of a very important character. 
The question of the suggested removal of, 
the It. C. H. from Victoria was not din» 
cussed. A resolution was parsed urging 
■upon the Dominion government the great 
disadvantage under which Canadian 
Coast cities are placed, owing to the fact 
that there is not an assay ollice at Daw 
son for the purchase of gold. 

In the absence of the president, Mr 
W. A. Ward, the vice-president, Mr. L, 
CJ. McQuade, occupied the chair, and 
there were present .Messrs. H. li'.' W. 
Aikmun, J. A. .Mara, F. J. Cluxton, lion. 
E. 6. Prior, .iorn Bryden, William 
Christie, J. J. Shallcrcws, D. U. Ker, T. 
W. Paterson, John Piercy, Capt. J. G. 
Cox, Beaumont Boggs, Gavin Burns, A. 
P. Buxton, A. B. Frnser, James Thom- 
son, Lindley Crease, Jacob Sehl, Chan. 
Todd, S. Beiser, James Mitchell, It. 
Greenwood, G. A. Kirk, Major Nichoiles 
and W. Ii. Bone. 

Reporting' what had been done since tho 
last regular meeting, the chairman said: 

"The council have had under consider- 
ation the necessity of extending the 
tramway on to the outer wharf and the 
placing of extra curs to meet steamers. 
The matter has been in the hands of a 
special committee, but so far, have been 
unable to obtain from the tramway com- 
pany a promise that the desired exten- 
sion will be made in tho near future. 

"The council have accepted the invita- 
tion of the Vancouver Board of Trade 
to help prepare a draft of a bill dealing 
with insolvency matters, to be submitted 
to the local legislature. The joint com- 
mittees have held one meeting, and the 
hoard's committee have asked for fur- 
ther time to report, which has been grant 
ed. 

"A communication has been received 
from the Atlin Board of Trade embody- 
ing several suggestions for the better- 
ment of the Atlin community. One re- 
quest was for the appointment of a 
County court judge tor that district, 
which your council approved. The sug- 
gested changes to the Mining Act was 
considered best left in the hands of the 
legislature. 

"The council met promptly after the 
annual general meeting and appointed a 
special committee to arrange for a con- 
ference with the Coast boards of trado 
to report upon the provincial require- 
ments in handling the Yukon and North- 
ern trade. The desired meeting could 
not be arranged in time to draft a report 
for submission to the legislature at the 
last session, but arrangements have been 
made to have a report prepared in time 
for the next session. 

"Tlie committee on fisheries have been 
unable to find any information upon the 
Pacific Const Canadian deep sea fisheries, 
and have recommended that surveys be 
undertaken by the Dominion government 
similar to those made by the United 
States fisheries steamship Albatross. This 
recommendation has been endorsed by the 
council and the Ottawa authorities have 
been notified accordingly. 

"An address of welcome was presented 
to His Excellency tho Governor-General 
on his return from the North, in which 
attention was directed to some of the dis- 
abilities under which Canadian tnuU 
with the Yukon and Atlin gold fields is 
carried on. 

"Mr. Robert Ward represented the 
board ait the fourth congress of Cham- 
bers of Commerce of the Empire, and in- 
troduced a resolution urging the speedy 
settlement of the Alaska boundary ques- 
tion. His report will be laid before you.

"Your railway committee has investi- 
gated tlie desired Coast-Kootenay Tail 
way, and learned from Dr. Milne thnt if 
tho Vancouver, Victoria & Eastern mil 
way charter were revived, the company 
were prepared to commence immediate 
construction. The provincial government 
were notified accordingly. 

"Four thousand copies of tlie annual 
report have been arranged for and the 
last pages are now on the press. 

"The local agents of the Pacific Const 
Steamship Co. were asked if that com- 
pany could arrange for their Alaska ex- 
cursion steamers to reach Victoria dur 
iug daylight, and give passengers an op- 
portunity of seeing tlie city. They ad 
vised that, no change can he made to the 
present arrangements.

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"Further representations have been for 
warded to Ottawa, pointing out the ur- 
gency for the establishment o£ a Dunnn 
ion government assay office at Dawson, 
or at some point in this province. Fur- 
ther than a formal acknowledgment of 
the communication, tlie board is unaware 
that any acton has been taken in the mat- 
ter. 

"The council was informed that gov- 
ernment smelters are operuted in Aus 
tralia and inquiries have been made, and 
when received, the committee will re- 
port as to whether or not similar smelt 
ers could be advantageously operated in 
this province. 

".Mr. D. it. Ker was appointed to re 
present this board at a convention for tlie 
organization of a Provincial Good Roads 
Association, and has been appointed one 
of the vice-presidents of that association 

"The difference in the bank clearing re 
turns between this city and Vnneouvei 
lias been reported upon by your finance 
committee, who state those returns can 
not be received as an indication of the 
volume of business done at these points." 

Regarding the' reference to the pro- 
posed tramway extension to the outer 
whurf. Mr. Shallcrosa said tlie committee 
of which he was a member had seen 
Manager Coward of tlie tramway com- 
pany on tlie matter, and had received 
assurances which were very encourag- 
ing. 

Uu tlie subject of Northern trade, Mr. 
John Bryden, who had just ■ returned 
from a trip to Port Essington, said he 
had heard some complaints of the inade- 
quate mail service. He had also heard 
some complaints from Americans that 
tlie Canadian vessels were too slow, 
til ough the service ami attention shown 
were excellent. 

Mr. Shnllcross drew attention to tlie 
necessity of some further action being 
taken by the board on the question of 
the Alaskan boundary. The agitation 
for a settlement ought to be kept alive. 
Trade connections with the North could 
not be put upon a satisfactory basis until 
tlie question was settled. He thought 
the board should again urge upon the 
council tlie desirability of impressing 
upon tlie Ottawa authorities how desir- 
able ir was that it settlement should be 
effected at the earliest possible moment. 

Secretary Elworthy read a communi 
cation dealing witli this question from 
Mr. Robert Ward, who had attended tin' 
congress of the Chambers of Commerce of 
the Empire in London in July. The 
writer thought the matter should be 
brought directly to the attention of the 
Imperial authorities. 

Mr. Shnllcross then moved that tlie 
board instruct tlie secretary to again 
write the government, urging thnt every 
step be taken to arrange a settlement. 
This was seconded by Bindley Create and 
carried. 

Alter some brief discussion of tlie 
point, which was alluded to by tlie chair- 
man, it was considered inadvisable to 
take up tlie question of the rumored ic- 
movnl of the It. C. R. from Victoria. 

Alluding to what Mr. Bryden had said 
about the mail service to Northern Brit- 
ish Columbia ports, Mr. Beiser said he 
had never hud any fault, to find with it. 
At any rate, tile C. P. N. Company wtis 
not to blame for any grievance Which 
might exist in this connection. 

Mr. Bryden explained that lie did not 
wisli to be understood as reflecting in 
any way upon the C. P, N. Company. 
He was only stating what bad come 
under his notice during his trip to Es- 
sington. 

.Mr. Ker was of tlie opinion that the 
matter was one in which inquiry might 
be made by tlie post ollice authorities. 

Mr. Thomson assured those present 
that the fault, if any existed, did uot in 
any sense lie with the C. P. N, Company. 

Major Nichoiles thought the attention 
of the post ollice authorities should be 
drawn to the inadequacy of the mail ser- 
vice. He made a motion in this direc- 
tion, but withdrew it later, Mr. Ker sub- 
stituting one, which was seconded by Mr. 
Kirk, asking that a committee be ap- 
pointed to look into the matter. This 
was carried. 

Mr. Shnllcross took occasion to remark 
on the subject of the northern steamship 
service that all agreed the attention 
shown by the olllcials and employees of 
the C. 1'. N. boats was all that could he 
desired. The American passengers par 
ticulnrly were loud in praise of this. 

Mr. Boggs brought up the question of 
repairing the ror.ii leading to the Hospi- 
tal Point barracks and tlie sidewalk on 
the Esquimult road. There was much 
traffic in these directions, and the city 
council should be asked to put the side- 
walk and the road in good condition. He 
made a motion in this direction, which 
carried. 

In response to u question from Mr. 
Shnllcross, Mr. Thomson took pleasure 
in informing the board, in regard to the 
question of the northern steamship ser- 
vice, that it was tlie intention of tlie 
C. P. N. Company to put fast and mod- 
ern steamers, equal in every respect to 
those plying from the Sound, on the run 
to Skagway next season. The company 
had had many difficulties to contend with 
in the past. This would be appreciated 
when it was remembered that from 80 
to. 00 per cent, of the passengers were 
Americans leaving from and destined to 
American ports, and consequently pre- 
ferring to travel on American steamers. 
However, the northern business had now 
assumed an aspect of permanency, and 
the company was prepared to meet the 
requirements of the public. In doing 
so he hoped tliey would receive the loyal 
and hearty support of Victoria and the 
province in general. (Applause.) 

Mr. Ker was of tlie opinion that if Vic- 
toria wanted to attract travel here, it 
was necessary that facilities for assay- 
ing gold should be established at Daw- 
son. The other day 700 men had got off 
a steamer at Seattle and marched up to 
tho assay ollice and got gold in exchange 
for their dust. If there was an assay 
ollice in Dawson, tho case would be dif- 
ferent. The men could get drafts and 
then go where they liked. He moved 
that the secretary wire to tho Ottawa 
authorities urging thnt the matter be 
taken up at once and dealt with. 

Mr. Belyea remarked that ho was 
under the impression that an assay ofllce 
had recently been established at Dawson 
by the government. 
No one could five him any information 



on this point, and' Mr. Ker's motion ear- 
lied. 

Mr. John A. Ilinton was elected a 
member of the board, which then ad- 
journed.

In Its fifteenth an 
nunl report the Wellington Acclimatization 
Society notes that the quail are doing well 
In their new home. One serious drawback 
to the enterprise Is found In the poisoning 
operations which are carried on extensively 
for the suppression of the rabbit pest. 
Large numbers of tlie birds are known to 
have perished from this cause.
